Its latest effort is the printing and 
distribution of a comprehensive docu- 
ment aimed at discovering the tastes, the 
likes and dislikes, and even the drinking 
habits, of people who attend Soccer 
matches. 

To describe this document as com- 
prehensive is, indeed, an under- 
Statement. It is mind-boggling in its all- 
embracing spectrum. 

For instance, let us look at Question 10. 
We are asked to state which products we 
have bought in the last year. Then follows 
a list which includes such non-Soccer 
items as a sewing machine, electrical 
appliances for beauty or hair care, jeans, 
and a new imported automobile. 

And how about Question 9. ‘How often 
have you or someone in your house bou- 
ght the following products in the past 
Month? Fill in the number of times bou- 
ght in the past month.” The list includes 
Whisky/type liquor (bourbon or scotch), 
chewing gum, coffee and fast foods i.e. 
McDonalds, Kentucky Fried, Pizza Hut or 
other fast food items. 

You have the choice of 33 answers (we 
think) to Question 29 which is aimed at 
discovering which teams you would like 
to see play in Australia. Presumably, 
Brazil, England and West Germany will 
get plenty of ticks on the form. Would 
anyone vote for Venezuela or Fiji? 

We don’t blame ASF Marketing Ltd. for 
seeking answers to the 38 questions on 
this questionnaire. On the contrary, we 
applaud Rik Booth and his men for their 
initiative. But there are two basic prob- 
lems thrown up by the exercise. 

Firstly — the document is too long, too 
involved, too detailed for many people to 
answer all the questions intelligently. 

Secondly — those Soccer followers 
who do take the trouble to answer the 
questions must then put the question- 
naire in an envelope and mail it back to 
ASF Marketing Ltd. And that could mean 
a trip to the Post Office to buy a stamp 
and so forth. How many will do that? 

Another criticism which could be level- 
led at the organisers of this super Soccer 
quiz is that many of the questions put to 
the customers have absolutely nothing to 
do with Soccer. 

It is in everyone's interest to build up 
Soccer’s following. Consequently, it is a 
good idea to find out why spectators are 
staying away in large numbers. 

But there is surely a better method of 
tackling that headache. 

We believe this ASF Marketing Ltd 
survey is doomed to failure. That is a 
positive, not a negative, opinion.

THE DECLINE AND FALL 
OFSOCCERS = 


The divorce of coach Les Scheinflug from the 


Marconi Fairfield club must surely be regarded 


as one of the major shocks of the 1980 


season. 


There has been plenty of 
Tumours out Fairfield way 
that things were not exactly 
as they should be in rela- 
tions between coach and 
club. 

Didn't Scheinflug reject 
the talents of Roberto Vieri, 
a veteran Italian import? 
He certainly did. 


And isn't Roberto Vieri 
fegarded as the greatest 
player in the Marconi team 
by many club members? 
He certainly is. 


Thus the scenario for 
confrontation was set. 
There could be only one 
outcome. Coaches are not 
allowed to trample on 
idols. 


Although Marconi’s Soc- 
cer president Tony Lab- 
bozzetta is adamant that 
Scheinflug was never told 
who should be in his side, 
the pressures from influen- 
tial people were there con- 
stantly. The fans demand- 
ed that Vieri be picked 
The coach ignored their 
demands. 


Regardless of who is 
right or wrong, it is clearly 
quite impossible to run a 
successful team and main- 
tain dressing room har- 
mony in such an atmos- 
phere. 


Les Scheinflug simply 
says: “It was my job, in- 
deed my duty, to select the 
best 11 players for all 


omatches. -if 1 thought.a 


"player was not fit, | feft him 


out. Had | acted in any 
other way | would have lost 
my self respect.” 


Unfortunately, the anti- 
Scheinflug faction at Mar- 
coni was not unduly con- 
cerned about Scheinflug’s 
self-respect. Their anger 
over the dropping ’of Vieri 
was the only thing that mat- 
tered. They created an at- 
mosphere that made the 
coach's position unten- 
able. And the parting of the 
ways became official im- 
mediately after Marconi 
beat Heidelberg United to 
win the Philips Cup last 
week, 


It is quite normal for un- 
successful coaches to de- 
part from their clubs. When 
a team finishes in one of 
the relegation positions it 
seems almost obligatory 
for him to be sacked or to 
offer his resignation. The 
unfortunate Raul Blanco 
accepts that situation even 
though he is very disap- 
pointed to be cast aside by 
St George. 


It is not so normal for 
club and coach to part 
when a club experiences 
reasonable success. Rale 
Rasic is no longer with 
Adelaide City.

His comments covered 
shoolboy soccer in 
England. 

Mike Wells, SA Director 
of Coaching, drew our at- 
tention to the article, as 
he says most of it applies 
to soccer in Australia. 

Here is a reprint of the 
supplement article. 

No one doubts the 
enormous contribution 
which schools make to 


the game — 16,000 schools 


are affiliated to the En- 
glish Schools’ Football As- 
sociation (the E.S.F.A.), 
possibly another 3,000 or 
4,000 play football but are 
not affiliated. 

More than 100,000 
teachers give up their free 
time to run school teams, 
to take lunch-time and af- 
ter 4 o'clock practices, to 
raise money for new 
strips, organise visits to 
matches and so on and so 


on. 
Teaching? Coaching? It 
means the same thing to 
many people, why not, 
therefore, to teachers? 
Regional Coach Kevin 
Verity recently conducted 
a survey of schools’ rep- 
resentative football. Out 
of 292 District Schools’ As- 
sociations to which we 
wrote and which organise 
representative teams the 
following replies to our 
enquiries were inter- 


esting, 

e@ The survey showed 
56.9% of their team mana- 
gers had had no training 
in teaching or in coachin 
football and only 5% ha 
the Full Coaching Qualifi- 
cation of The Football As- 
sociation. 

A reasonable question 
must be: ‘If teachers 
need three or four years 
training to learn how to 
teach children how is it 
that they do not need any 
training at all to coach 
footballers?” 

@ 168 associations ap- 
pom their team managers 
rom volunteers. 

A reasonable comment 
may be: “Talented young 
footballers need and de- 
serve talented football 
teachers or coaches. Ask- 
ing for volunteers is 
unlikely” to” be *

Perhaps we (all of us) 
are so concerned with 
producing winning teams 
that we ignore the first 
priority which is to produ- 
ce clever, skilful, winning 
players. 


© Conclusion: 

Talent in any activity is 
rare and Football is no 
different. Talented play- 
ers deserve the very best 
advice, the best facilities 
and the best training and 
coaching. Too many in- 
dividuals and organisa- 
tions are possessive to- 
wards talented young 
players. They want to own 
and control the kids, 
bodies and souls. Until
